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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


Merit Plan Seems Sound 


We were glad to hear the forthright stand taken by two 
members of the Finance Committee last week, as they dis- 
cussed the proposed merit plan with the School Committee 
and special Salary Evaluation Committee. 

Both members, Richard Zecchini and Frank Johnson, 
said they thought a good job had been done by the Com- 
mittee. And both indicated that they agree that a basic 
salary schedule, for all teachers, must be implemented 
before the merit plan can work. In other words, they agree 
that a merit raise Should not be substituted for an ade- 
quate salary in the first place. 

We were equally pleased to hear members of the School 
Committee insist that a merit plan must be handled in 
such a manner that only those deserving a merit increment 
get one. It might be easy for a committee, sitting in judg- 
ment on teachers’ ability, to be soft hearted. This would 
destroy the idea of merit increments, of course. 

While there may be some revisions in details of the 
plan presented by the special Evaluation Committee, it 
appears that the over-all document is sound. 

It would make sense, now, for the Finance Committee 
and the School Committee to work closely in deciding just 
how much will be offered to the town at the next town 
meeting — and then work equally closely in telling all 
townspeople what the plan, and its cost, will mean to 
them. Only by such cooperation can we expect to have 
even part of such a plan accepted at town meeting. And 
we believe strongly that the first steps should be taken 
next March to get the merit plan into operation. 


Your Cooperation Is Needed 


The cooperation of all residents has been requested by 
Fire Chief Henry L. Hilton, with the hope that roads lead- 
ing to fires will not be blocked by parked cars. 

At a recent Brown st. blaze, Hilton said cars parked on 
both sides of the narrow street would have made it diffi- 
cult to get another piece of apparatus to the scene, if 
help had been needed, He also has commented that it 
sometimes means a walk of up to half a mile for some 
call men, when others park their cars too close to the 
fire. 

The chief has the right to ask that registration numbers 
of offending vehicles be sent to the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles, which might conceivably suspent a driver’s 
license temporarily for interfering with the department. 
Although Hilton has said he doesn’t want to take that 
step, it appears that it may be necessary if the scores of 
interested spectators don’t cooperate. 

It seems obvious that all public spirited residents will 
want to help keep roads clear near the scene of a fire and 
it shouldn’t be necessary for the chief to take this step. 
Yet we agree that it must be done if the driving and park- 
ing habits of some drivers don’t change. 

A little bit of cooperation will help improve what is 
now a dangerous situation.
